iPods for Wounded Veterans growing 


Dear Soldier program at — 
Woburn Street School expands.

WILMINGTON - From humble origins at one ele- 
mentary school in Wilmington, iPods for Wounded 
Veterans has grown to a multistate organization which 
continues to grow and expand. The children of the 
Woburn Street School were the first students in America 
to participate in the Dear Soldier program. This program 
had students write letters to wounded soldiers, thanking 
them for their sacrifices and praising their heroism. 
These letters were then delivered to wounded soldiers 
being treated at hospitals in Washington DC and in 
Virginia. Since its inception, the Dear Soldier program 
has expanded, first to the other Wilmington schools, and 
then to different schools ali over the state, including 
Woburn Public Schools, Worcester Public Schools, and the 
British School of Boston. 

A presentation at the Woburn Street School by the cre- 
ators of the program, Mr. Paul Cardello and Mr. Williams, 
highlighted the purpose of the program and explained to 
the Woburn Street School students—the first students to 
participate in this growing program—the impact that 
their letters were having on the wounded soldiers. Mr. 
Williams, a Vietnam Veteran and Green Beret, explained 
to the children how it feels to be a wounded soldier from 
personal experience. 

“Lying in bed, all you can do is sit there and think, why 
did I do this? Why me? What was all of this for?” said 
Williams, recounting his own experiences being wounded. 
Mr. Williams went on to explain that since Vietnam was 
such an unpopular war, he didn’t receive any letters from 


school children. He asked the students to imagine that —

Cold and Bold 


“In wildness is the preservation of the world.” (Thoreau) 


ithin reason, I never let the weather stop me from 

doing whatever it is I want to do. For many years, 

early Sunday morning I would head for Brigham’s in 
Arlington for my coffee and newspaper. I remember one time 
having to fight my way out to my car through a foot of snow, 
plow through the end of the driveway onto Main Street, then 
creep along in the snow all the way to Arlington. When I got 
there, to my surprise, they were closed. I couldn’t imagine why. 
Another time four of us had planned to take the Downeaster 
train to Portland. That morning the rain was coming down in 
torrents - as had been forecasted. It was the kind of “rainy day” 
that makes it really hard to get around without being drowned. 
We went anyway. A couple of summers ago, during a wicked 
bad heat wave, I decided it was a good day for Crane’s Beach. 
It was in the high 90s with oppressive humidity. It felt like the 
Sahara Desert as I dragged myself across the huge parking lot 
in the blazing sun, lugging beach chair and bag. But once there, 
the water felt wonderful - cold and refreshing. It was well worth 
the sweat - until the sound of the waves seemed to be getting 
louder - which turned out to be THUNDER! Without warning 
all hell broke loose. The rain came pounding down on all 7,000 
of us (I checked later to see how many beach-goers were at 
Crane’s that day), while the beach emptied out in what 
appeared to be a slow-motion pilgrimage, as thousands attempt- 
ed to gather their belongings, all at the same time, and funnel 
through the three boardwalks. Oh, “possible” thunder storms 
had been predicted for early afternoon. As bad as that fiasco 
was, the memory is stuck in my head as one of the most fun - 
and funniest - days in my life. 

Repeating that pattern, on the coldest and windiest day of this 
winter I found myself on Plum Island. We were dressed for the 
weather but still, it was pretty rugged out there. We walked 
along the beach on the bay side but at high tide there wasn’t 
much beach, just the ferocious Atlantic Ocean threatening us to 
stay back. We drove down to The Parker River National 
Wildlife Refuge, aka the bird sanctuary end of the Island to most 
of us. The Refuge provides coastal habitat for over 3,000 species 
of native and migratory birds, and also provides habitat for the 
federally-protected Piping Plover. Even in the dead of winter, 
dedicated bird watchers can be found with cameras, tripods and 
telescopes, looking a bit like Sherlock Holmes - hoping and 
expecting to spot something special. At the opposite end of the 
Island, the Joppa Flats Educational Center, through their 
exhibits and displays, explains the importance of protecting the 
ecology, and therefore the wildlife of the Island. There’s a con- 
ference center, art, a nature gift shop and a butterfly garden. 
And from the floor-to-ceiling windows across the back, the view 
of the powerful and icy Merrimac River racing toward the sea 
will catch you off guard - and jolt your complacency. 

Until a couple of years ago there was no fresh water on Plum 
Island - water had to be carried in or delivered. Now that fresh 


water comes out of the faucet, more and more cottages have 


become year-round residences. But during the off-season the 
place still feels and looks desolate and isolated - raw nature, 
unspoiled and (thank God) protected. I hope that never 
changes. 

There have never been many businesses on the Island. Over 
the years a few convenience-style stores and restaurants have 
come and gone. Overall, the developed part of the Island is 
mainly private homes and rentals. With Newburyport just down 
the street, anything one would need is a stone’s throw away. But

Last week when the weather prognosticators began touting the 
possibility of a huge winter storm heading for Boston, I ignored 
the hype. It seemed too early in the week to predict Friday’s 
weather. New England weather is so unpredictable, sometimes 
we don’t know what we're getting until it’s here. Forecasters 
stated they didn’t want to make comparisons to the Blizzard of 
78 even though uttering those words made comparisons 
inevitable. 


On Wednesday, the forecast showed computer models of two

Thursday at my office the atmosphere began to intensify. A 
mild panic set in after a few employees listened to weather 
updates on the internet.

The Doomsayers loved quoting 
predictions of over three feet of snow. The Whiners quickly 
scheduled sick days and vacation days. “I already know I won’t 
be able to make it in tomorrow,” they said. The Snide Remark 
Brigade said things like, “It’s winter in New England. It’s sup- 
posed to snow.” I tried keeping my concerns to myself, but the 
more the hype escalated, the more tense I became. Some 
employee’s cell phones automatically blared a high-pitched 
emergency warning and they received texts regarding the state 
of emergency to be imposed on Friday. My anxiety escalated. 
Why didn’t my cell phone carrier warn me? I felt dejected. 

Thursday night’s commute home was one of my longest ever - 
even without any snow. Anticipation electrified the ait\ and it 
reflected in the actions of the volume of drivers on the road. My 
plan was to take public transportation to work on Friday as I’ve 
done in the past during extreme blizzard conditions. The gover- 
nor threw a monkey wrench into the works by declaring busses 
and trains would stop running at 3:00 pm. There goes my ride 
home. Now I had no choice but to drive into work during the 


storm. The governor was just getting warmed up with the: 


wrench throwing. He ordered all vehicles had to be off the road 


§ by 2 PM. Because I work for the media, I am designated “essen- 
_ tial personnel”. How come I only seem to be “essential” during 
natural disasters and not when I’m doing a good job all year 
| round? The night before the storm I prepared my electric shov- 
| el (don’t laugh) and my mini snow blower (it works great in 4” 
_ of snow). I found my cobweb covered snow shovels in the shed 
, and I moved them within easy reach for the next day. Luckily I 
| didn’t have to venture to a grocery store to fight for milk, bread, 
_ and water. 

Friday morning brought a light dusting of snow and more 
-inepending emergency alerts onthe radio. -¥ was off foan early — 
_ start so I could get home before the storm. I hoped the night shift 
_ would make it into the office so I could have someone to pass the 
_ torch to when I made my escape into the storm. I carpooled to 
_ the office Friday morning with a “non essential’ employee so I 
_ had to leave the office when my ride left or I would not be able 
_ to get home. We made it out of the city just as the snow started. 
| Friday afternoon, the storm delivered what the weathermen 


there happens to be a few businesses - open all year - that I like 
so much, I think nothing of taking a ride down there to support 
them during the cold and slow days of winter. 

Mad Martha’s is not your run of the mill restaurant. If if was- 

n’t for the bright OPEN sign, you’d pass by assuming it was just 
a beach cottage right alongside all the others on the main road- 
way. Inside is small: A counter and stools is all that separates 
the big kitchen area from the dining room - both being about 
the same size. A large common table fills up the middle, with 
tables and chairs crowded around the sides. Oh, and there’s one 
booth tucked into one corner. The walls are hand-painted with 
vines and flowers and fruit. Mini white lights add to the infor- 
mal, funky feel. The mostly breakfast fare is lengthy and var- 
ied. The food is fresh and cooked to order - a nice escape’from 
the mundane and monotonous listings on most menus. - ~ 

The Beachcoma is the only other restaurant on-Flum Island 
(that I know of) that’s open all year round. Their lunch and din- 
ner food is excellent. The atmosphere is “nighttime fun” with a 
lively bar and local color. It has that casual vacation unfussi- 
ness that fools you into thinking that it’s July when it’s January. 

So, no matter what kind of food you’re in the mood _for, 
between Mad Martha’s and the Beachcoma, you don’t have to 
look elsewhere. 

Okay, now for something completely different. The Plum 
Island Soap Company is one of those little hidden gems that'you 
would usually only find in some small New England downtown 
or coastal community. Unless you are on foot - and even then 
- if you aren’t paying attention you’d never spot them. The not- 
so-noticeable sign is all that distinguishes the shop from‘ the 
one-after-the other, close-together cottages along the ‘street. 
The second you open the door to the Plum Island ‘Soap 
Company, the smell of sweet soap will permeate your sensés.. At 
the same time the appearance of the pantry-sized shop ‘will 
wrap you in “visual cashmere.” Piles of pure handmade soap 
with names like Unruly Patchouli, Wild Lavender, Green: Mud 
and Bella Rosa are all made in their tiny “factory” right there 
in plain view. All of the soaps are natural and vegetable-based, 
combined with high-quality essential oils. And you wouldn’t 
believe how soft and creamy the lather feels. This soap is like 
no other that I’ve used. There’s more - baby balm, belly and 
body butter, sand and sugar scrubs, masks, mists and moistur- 
izers - hand and foot this-and-that, creams, lotions, oils and gels. 
Did I leave anything out? My favorite novelty item, called: the 
“Two-Pound Big Bag of Soap Scraps,” is a great gift for anyoné. 
It’s a bag of lovely leftovers - you get to try them all, and as a 
bonus, keep the bag open and you'll never buy air Teen aner 
again. The shop is open all year round. 

Two stories come to mind. I asked a retired friend who, fk 
to Florida every winter for one month, “Would you move there 
permanently?” I loved what he said. “Hell NO, everyone who 
moves down there is running away from something - the weath- 
er, bills, a spouse, old age - not for me.” Another friend who 
lives in Florida was chatting about what he missed about New 
England. Then he said, “But I suppose you can’t complain 
about everyday being sunny.” I looked at him in disbelief and 
said, “Are you kidding! Do you really want pabulum for diner 
every night?” 

What about the magic and mystery of a snow storig,=the ' 
uniqueness of each season? You can have pink, ‘pea 
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promised. People were more prepared for this storm than they 
were in 1978. When I was a kid, we never knew how much*snow 
we were getting until it stopped snowing. Life was full of sur- 
prises back then. 

People were fortunate this time. Damage to our surrounding 
area was minimal. The massive amount of snow shoveling on 
Saturday was less like a chore and more like a neighborhood 
block party. Good Samaritans were everywhere lending helping 
hands (and snow blowers) to the less fortunate. No one wanted 
to borrow my electric shovel but I did offer. 

Even with lots of help, cleaning up was time consuming and 
exhausting but that’s the price we pay for enjoying our four sea- 
sons. Hopefully, a storm of this magnitude will not repeat any- 
time soon. It’s going to be a long while before this one is put 
behind us especially if temperatures stay below freezing. As 
much as a hardship as nor’easters are, it’s nice to experience 
them every once in a while to remind us we’re all in this togeth-

Fire leaves 36 homeless 
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fined and 

extinguish fire. 
Lack of water pressure at 
the height of the response 
presented a _ challenging 
obstacle to overcome in the 
extinguishing of the blaze. 
Exhausted sprinklers had 
already contributed to a 
decreased water supply, but

| When the fire department 


arrived and _ established 
master streams, which are 
the large hoses_ blasting 
water, it quickly put a strain 
on the supply even further. 
Upon the arrival and use of 
a third master stream, the 


. water supply came danger- 


ously close to running out. 
The opening of a third line 
down Ballardvale Street and 
the use of five additional fire 
engines to increase the pres- 
sure on the line remedied 
the matter. Lt. Brown told 
the Crier, “At no time could 
we use everything to its 
fullest capacity but our jug- 
gling efforts prevailed. Our 
victory was keeping it to the 
third floor.” Eventually the 


fire was extinguished, but 
not before significant dam- 
age had been done. 
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The 4-alarm blaze brought 
fire crews from Tewksbury, 


North Reading, Andover, 
Reading, Lexington, 
Burlington, Action 


Ambulance and paramedics. 

Reading Municipal Light 
Department also played a 
role in reducing the risk of 
spreading the fire, cutting 
off power to the damaged 
units in order to prevent any 
electrical issues that might 
have resulted in or by the 
damage of the fire. 

In total, 36 people were dis- 
placed from their homes. 24 
units had to be evacuated, 
including one unit that was 
vacant at the time. 

The Red Cross assisted 24 
people from 12 units, provid- 
ing emergency temporary 
shelter at a hotel for at least 
14 people from 10 units (11 
adults, 3 kids) on Friday. 
Two volunteers worked 
remotely from a Red Cross 
office with a hotel in the 
region to arrange for shel- 
ter, Red Cross spokesperson 
Ashley Studley told the 
Crier. 

Only one injury has been 
reported, as the evacuation 
was extremely swift. The 
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fire department cannot con- 
firm the identity of the 
injured person but sources 
say that the individual was a 
pregnant woman who was 
harmed by smoke inhala- 
tion. 

The source of the tire is 
still under investigation, 
and is as yet undetermined, 
but not thought to be suspi- 
cious. The origin can be 
traced to the third floor of 
the complex.

Rooney Mara as a woman fighting depression; and 
the effects of experimental medication on her. 


“SIDE EFFECTS” 
GRADE: *** 

This is a neat little 
thriller that starts out as 
one thing, does a complete 
180° in the middle and 
becomes something else - 
all the while remaining 
thoroughly entertaining. 

In the film, directed by 
Steven Soderbergh, Emily 
(Rooney Mara) plays a 
woman married to Martin 
(Channing Tatum), who has 
just been released from 
prison after serving a four- 
year term for insider trad- 
ing. She seems depressed so 
she consults psychiatrist 
Jonathan Banks (Jude Law) 
for- help. He prescribes a 
new drug, for which he is 
being paid to conduct a clin- 
ical trial. 

From there, things spin 
out’ of control, affecting the 
lives of everyone, including 
another psychiatrist Dr. 
Victoria Siebert (Catherine 
Zeta-Jones), who Dr. Banks 
discovers has treated Emily 
previously. 

- Although it's a little long, 
Steven Soderbergh directs a 
terrific script by Scott Z. 
Burns with admirable pace. 
He gets wonderful perform- 
ances by Law and Mara. 

As Mara | experiments 
with a variety of treat- 
ments, "Side Effects" gets 
increasingly intense and 
unsettling. She becomes so 
unsure of herself that she 
has trouble separating truth 
from reality, and 
Sdderbergh's editing and 


camerawork puts the audi- 
ence in a similar position: 
we don't know who's right 
or wrong, who's a bad guy 
or who's good. The movie is 
so good at keeping us off- 
balance, we have no idea 
where "Side Effects" is 
going. 

“Side Effects” is highly 
satisfying entertainment. If, 
as he has said, this is 
Soderbergh's last movie 
before a permanent break 
from filmmaking, he has 
gone out with a bang.

year of the building, a con- 
certed effort was made to 
restore the interior space of 
the Old Administration 
Building to its early 1890’s 
appearance. In January. of 
1994, this building and the 
Tewksbury Hospital campus 
were placed on the National 
Registry of Historic Places. 

As you pass through the 
door into the museum, notice 
that the entrance. door to the 
room has two sections. 

The Public Health Museum 
in Massachusetts is located in 
one-half of the first floor, with 
additional space available for 
its use at the top of the build- 
ing and in the basement. Prior 
to opening the museum, a con- 
certed effort was made to 
restore the space to its 
appearance in the earlier 
years of the 20th century. 

The murals in the museum, 
in excellent condition, are 
good examples of murals 
painted under the auspices of 
the Federal Art Project, part 
of the Works © Progress 
Administration (W.P.A.) dur- 
ing the Great Depression of 
the 1930’s. Dozens of painters, 
with financial support from 
the W.P.A., painted hundreds 
of murals in public buildings 
throughout the U.S., often 
incorporating local scenes or 
socio-political motifs in their 
works. The Museums’ murals 
are attributed to W. Lester 
Stevens, born in Rockport, MA 
in 1888; Maurice Compris, 
born in Amsterdam, Holland, 
in 1885; and Samuel F. 
Hershey, born in Peru, IN in 
1904. All three men were 
active in the New England art 
seene for most of their lives. 
Mr. Hershey, last of the three 
died in 1987. 

The switchboard in this 
room was originally used at 
Cushing Hospital in 
Framingham when it was a 
Veterans’ Hospital. Upon 
becoming a public health hos- 
pital, a modern telephone sys- 
tem was put in. The Cushing, 
like many other state facili- 
ties, has since been closed. 

The opaque glass window 
in the room divider in the cen- 
ter of the room was opened 
and closed by _ the 
Administrative Assistant 
when she wanted to “check” 
with the Superintendent about 
certain visitors. He had the 
final word as to who would be 
seen at the hospital. 

Another duty of those who 
worked with the 
Administrative Assistant was 
to handle personnel matters. 
In the Shattuck Area of this 
first room (the rear half) 
there are shelves where the 
hospital’s personnel files and 
administration records were 
kept. 

The Shattuck Area is devot- 
ed to the history of public 
health in Massachusetts. The 
four pioneers of public health 
in Massachusetts are depicted 
on the wall. Lemuel Shattuck, 
Henry Ingersoll Bowdich, 
Henry Pickering Wolcott, and 
George Hoyt Bigelow all made 
major contributions to the 
development of public health 
as a science. 


Also on the wall are pic-. 


tures capturing the role of the 
city of Boston in the develop- 
ment of public health in 
America. As early as the 
1700’s, Boston Harbor served 
as a first line of defense 
against smallpox, with ships 
being in the har- 
bor. The first board of public 
health in the new nation was 
established in Boston in 1796, 
and its first president was 


Paul Revere. One of the first

reports to link environmental 
and social factors to health 
was Lemuel Shattuck’s Report 
of the Sanitary Commission of 
Massachusetts, presented to 
the state legislature on April 
25, 1850. This report also 
called for the establishment of 
a state board of health, but 
Shattuck died in 1859 without 
much response to his report. 

Finally, in 1869 the first 
state board of health was 
established in Massachusetts. 
The seal on the wall was 
designed in 1969 to celebrate 
the Centennial of the 
Department of Public Health 
in Massachusetts. Other pic- 
tures include Cotton Mather, 
who inoculated against small- 
pox in 1721; and the first use of 
ether in a surgical operation 
at Massachusetts General 
Hospital in 1846.

If you were watching Antiques Roadshow a few Monday 
evenings ago, you probably noticed the Norman Rockwell, por. 
trait of a young girl. Did you recognize the woman who owns it? 

Melinda “Mindy” Murphy, formerly of Wilmington, owns ‘the 
Rockwell portrait of herself, painted in the early 1950s in 
Arlington, Vermont. Murphy, whose father, Gene Pelham‘wWas a 
photographer for Rockwell, posed for Rockwell quite often as a 
young girl. The illustration was done for Kellogg’s to put ‘on‘a 
box of corn flakes, but was rejected by Kellogg’s, who were 
looking for a picture of a freckle-faced farm girl. The Rockwelk 
portrait showed a girl with short hair in a white collared-dress, 

Murphy said that after Kellogg’s rejected the illustration, 
Rockwell gave the portrait to her father. She said she acquired 
it about 30 years ago. It is signed to “Chickie Pelham.” ~ , 

A print of another Rockwell illustration, this one showing 
her with a boy and a black cocker spaniel, had a letter from 
Rockwell to Pelham, thanking her for posing. A check fre a

“Mindy” Murphy lived on Andover Street in North 
Wilmington in the 1970s and 1980s. She served on: ; the 
Wilmington Historical Commission. 

Rockwell, a famous illustrator, lived in West Arlington 
Vermont from 1939 to 1953. He then moved to Stockbridge, 
Massachusetts, where a museum now features his work, -He 
gained considerable fame for his work on the covers of the

Losing some weight is a goal for many people regardless 
of age. While youngsters and young adults might be able to 
get away with a few extra pounds without suffering any sig- 
nificant consequences, older adults carrying some extra 
weight might be putting their overall health at considerable 
risk. 


Shedding weight after the age of 50 is not always easy. 
AS a person ages, muscle mass tends to dwindle while body 
fat has a tendency to increase. Since fat burns fewer calo- 
ries than muscle, weight gain as a person ages is bound to 
happen. But that doesn't mean such weight gain is 
inevitable. In fact, men and women willing to make certain 
changes with regard to diet and exercise can shed pounds 
after 50 while preventing future weight gain. 


Diet 


Men and women need fewer calories as they age. For 
example, men and women in their 40s may need as many as 
200 calories more per day than they will when they reach 
their 50s. Counting calories might seem difficult, so men 
and women in their 50s and older who don't think they can 
count calories can try to eat more low-calorie foods like 
fruits, vegetables and whole grains. 


Consuming fewer calories often requires changing 
dietary habits, not only with regard to what you're eating 
but also how you're eating and even how you shop for food.

When shopping for food, people should avoid doing so 
on an empty stomach so they're less inclined to buy 
unhealthy snacks. ! 


Exercise 


Exercise is another essential component to shedding 
pounds after 50, though men and women over 50 should 
always consult a physician before they begin a new exercise 
regimen. The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
points out that regular exercise can help older men and 
women prevent the onset of a host of ailments, including 
heart disease and diabetes. In addition, the CDC notes that 
regular physical activity as one ages helps muscles grow 
stronger, which increases the chances that an individual 
will be able to perform necessary daily activities without 
the assistance of others.

When coupled with a 
healthy, low-calorie diet, 
routine exercise can help 
men and women over 50 
shed extra weight and keep 
the weight off once it's gone.
